As you will appreciate, the subject of this patent does not 

fall in those classes which are subjected to examination for 
novelty. The application is accordingly only examined as to 
form and has not been found objectionable. 


Amendments have been made in various other countries to deal 
with various situations, among them amendments to bring the 
claims more into line with those allowed in the United States 
and, in a few countries only, to anticipate a ground of possible 
invalidity arising from the first priority date of a copending 
patent application of Imperial Group Limited. 


We do not have any record of a corresponding Imperial application'll* B .l+~ 
in Switzerland although, having regard to its possible date, it L 'Ji | '".. )C 

might well not have been published there yet. Thus it would not ,c 
appear on the data bases where we have conducted our search for 
equivalent applications, but an enquiry at the Swiss Patent Office 
should reveal if there is such an application. 


Do you wish us to look into this question and, if so, take similar 
action to that in France? Alternatively, would you wish to 
proceed with the present claims unamended, or alter them in line 
with the U.S. Patent? 


Your early instructions would assist us, in view of the short time 
allowed for voluntary amendment.
